A survey of Upland grocery 
stores yesterday revealed an 
additional heavy buying of cof- 
fee during the day following the 
morning announcement of ra- 
tioning dates. In one store four 
pounds of coffee were ground 
during a two or three minute 
visit, and the store smelled 
heavily of Coffee aroma from 
continuous grinding all day. 

“We have had 2 run on coffee 
all day,” one merchant said, 
while another declared, ‘almost 
every customer todgy has 
bought a pound of coffee.” An- 
other storekeeper said, ‘People 
buy coffee like they have the 
past few weeks, and then won- 
der why there ig a shortage.” 

Upland merchants were all 
agreed that local shoppers have 
done their share to bring on 
the present coffee shortage.

To secure a badly needed stock 
of clothing for the League's Wel- 
fare shop, near the corner of Sec- 
ond avenue and Ninth street, the 
Upland Junior Welfare League 
will hold its annual bundle tea on 
Friday afternoon, Oct. 30, in the 
Upland Woman's club house. 

The tea, from 3 to 5 o'clock, is 
to be kept very informal, although 
plans indicate it will afford a de- 
lightful two hours for all who 
come~—-bringing bundles. 

Only admission charge will be 
a bundle of clothing that no long- 
er is being worn, but still is wear- 
able. 

The clothing is placed in the 
Welfare shop and is sold at very 
low prices to those who cannot 
afford to purchase new garments. 

Members of the League point 
out that while all able-bodied men 
can secure employment now, still 
there are some lines of necessary 
work that do not pay the current 
high wages and there are many 
families in which the wage earn- 
oftentimes a widow, is not 
physically able to do hard work. 

In such cases the family income 
is limited and cannot meet the 
necessary living expenses under 
the present high costs, without 
such aids as the Welfare shop. 

Money received at the shop for 
the clothing sold, above the most 
economical operating expenses, is
